a fiber array adapted to be connected to an optical waveguide; 
a fixation section: and 

a tape fiber comprising including a plurality of tape cor e s e ctio n sections, each tape 
section produced by aligning, in a plurality of stages, aligning a plurality of optical fibers to 
bo fixed to the fiber array and forming the whol e of t he aligned optical fibers into a tape 
section, said tape coro section sections b eing dispoaod on the fixation side of fixed to the fiber 
array, said tape fiber in its pred e t e rmined position, remote firom the tapo core section, having 
boon fixed, said plurality of optical fibers ^ having be e n separat e d, at a part or the whole of the 
position intermediate between the two fixed portions, at a position between the fiber array 
and the fixation section, being separated into a predetermined number of optical fiber «Hits 
groups w hich is smaller in number than said plurality of optical fiber s, said groups being 
fixed to the fixation section . 

3 . (Withdrawn) An Art^e-optical fiber cord with an optical fib e r arrayj apg, comprising: 
a fiber array adapted to be connected to an optical waveguide; 

a fixation section: and 

a tape fiber comprising including a plurality of tape coro sectio n sections, each tape 
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section produced by nligning^ in a p1uralit>r of otag e o, aligning a plurality of optical fibers te 
bo fixed to tho fiber array and forming the whole of the aligned optical fibers into a tape 
section , said tape coro soction sections b eing disposed on tho fixation sid e of fizcediO-the fiber 
array, said tape fib e r in its prodotorminod position, remote from tho tape coro soction, having 
boon fixed, said pluraUty of optical fibers^ having b e en arranged, at tho position intcmiediato 
bc^nirnnn t^^ ^^^^ pHrtinnn^ in nno ntagc, one by one at a position between the fib er array 
and the fixation section^ being separated and arranged p arallel to one another and having been 
being formed into a tap e, said tape being fixed to the fixation section . 

4. (Currently amended) The t^e-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array t g^ 
according to claim 2, whnrnm^ in tho tapo fiber, the region fiirther comprising a protective 
tube covering the position on the tape fiber in which said plurality of optical fibers have been 
is_separated into arthe predetermined niraiber of optical fiber «Hite-giouES ,whioh is smaller in 
nimiber than said plurality of optical fibers, has been cov e r e d with a protective tub e . 

5. (Withdrawn) The t^e-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array taBjg,according to 
claim 3, wh e rein fiirther comprising a protective tube covering the portion, in position at 
which said plurality of optical fibers have been is.arranged in one stage on e by one p arallel to 
one another, and hav e been formed into a tape, has boon covorod with a protoctivo tub e . 

6. (Currently amended) The tape-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array t^ 
according to claim 4, wherein the protective tube has b ee n is_fixed to the optical fibers at the 
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prnHfttnnriinnH poQition fixation section or a position near th e prodotorminod pooition fixation 
section . 

7. (Currently amended) The t^e-optical fiber cord with on optical fibor array tagg 
according to claim 2, wher e in further comprising a rearrangement section for rearranging the 
optical fibers^ its provid e d said rearrangement section being located at the prodoterm ined 
position fixation section or a position near the prodot e rminod positionfixation section . 

8. (Currently amended) The t^eoptical fiber cord with an optical fibor array t^ 
according to claim 4, wherein fiirther comprising: 

a rearrangement section for rearranging the optical fibers^ is provided said 
rearrangement section being located at the prodotorminod poaition fixation section or a 
position near th e predotormin e d positio n fixation section , and 

a case containing the rearrangement section, with one end of the protective tube has 
beeft-fixed to one end of a-the case, containing the roarrongomont section. 

9. (Currently amended) The tape-optical fiber cord with on optical fibor array t^ 
according to claim 4, whorein fiirther comprising: 

a rearrangement section^ for rearranging the optical fibers^ is provid e d said 
rearrangement section being located at the prodotorminod poaition fixation section or a 
position near th e prodotonninod poaitio n fixation section , and 

a case containing the rearrangement section, with one end of the protective tube has 
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be^fixed within arthe case, containing tho r e arrangement ooction. 

(Withdrawn) The t^e-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array tae^according to 
claim 3, wherein said plurality of optical fibers fixed to the fiber array are arranged in a 
plurality of columns ef-having.a plurality o f atagco, and tho whole of tho optical fiboro has 
boon formed into a tape_ stages.

14. (Withdrawn) The tape-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array taBe.according to 
claim 5, wherein, in apart of the region in p osition at w hich said plurality of optical fibers 
have been are arranged in one stage one by on e p arallel to one another and have boon are 
formed into a tape, the protective tube has boon is_fixed by^to^the optical fiber tape. 
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15. (Currently amended) The tape-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array t ^ 
according to claim 7, wherein the order of arrangement of the optical fiber s dolivorod fi-om _on 
an end of the rearrangement section in its sid e r emote firom the fiber array is identical to the 
order of arrangement of the optical fibers in the fiber array ^ on the optical wavoguido aide. 

1 6. (Currently amended) The t^e-optical fiber cord with on optical fiber array 
according to claim 4, wherein the protective tube is formed of a flame-retardant material. 

17. (Currently amended) The t^e-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array tape 
according to claim 4, wherein the protective tube has been is.fixed to the fiber array on its 
adjacent the fixation-side section . 

1 8. (Currently amended) The tape-optical fiber cord with an optical fiber array t apg 
according to claim 2, wherein the pitch of the optical fibers in the fiber array comprises the is 
half of the pitch (half pitch) of the separated optical fibers at the position in the tape fiber 
between the fiber array and the fixation section .

23. (Withdrawn) The tape-optical fiber cord with on optical fiber array t aBe.according to 
claim 3, wherein the pitch of the optical fibers in the fiber array oomprioos th e ig_half of the 
pitch (half pitch) of the EaralleLoptical fibers at the position in the tape fiber between the 
fiber array and the fixation section . 

24. (New) An optical fiber tape, comprising: 

a fiber array adapted to be connected to an optical waveguide; 
a fixation section; and 

a tape fiber including a plurality of tape sections, said tape sections being fixed to the 
fiber array, said plurality of optical fibers being separated at a position between the fiber array 
and the fixation section and being fixed to the fixation section. 

25. (New) The optical fiber tape according to claim 8, wherein the order of arrangement 
of the optical fibers on an end of the rearrangement section remote fi-om the fiber array is 
identical to the order of arrangement of the optical fibers in the fiber array. 

26. (New) The optical fiber tape according to claim 9, wherein the order of arrangement 
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of the optical fibers on an end of the rearrangement section remote fi-om the fiber array is 
identical to the order of arrangement of the optical fibers in the fiber array. 

27. (New) The optical fiber tape according to claim 5, wherein the protective tube 
comprises a flame-retardant material.
